2. Secondly, let us examine what good, and evil 


Works imporr. 


Here the Effe@ is put for the Cauſe, the works for 
the Workers of them; for the Works themſelves 
are not capable of (ſuch impreſſions : 

Now Good Works, ( to which evil are contrary) 
are what are enjoyned by God, agreeable to right 
Reaſon, the dictates of Nature, have the common 
conſent of Civilized Nations, and are profitable to 
Church and State; the wholeſome Laws and good 
Conſtitutions,the approved Ordinances of anyKing- 
dom, City, or Corporation are herein comprhen- 
ded; All vertues and excellent practices, as Juſtice, 
Temperance, Chaſtity, Charity, Peace, are intend- 
ed by it; OmmareGa, utilia, & conjunta cum Le- 
gibus, as Tully ſpecifies them, are included : 

As far as mens Duties to God and man concern 
the publick tranquility and ſettlement, _ they are 
cognoſcible by the Magiſtrate ; what 1s pious and 
ſober, what is orderly and laudable is to be upheld 
and countenanced by thole that are in Authority : 
what is prophane, and unmanly, unyuſt, nanatural, 
unmetciful is to be puniſhed and reſtrained. | 

From this by the way take an Inference or two ; 

1. Firft, That itis the Works more then the Per- 
ſons, that the Rulers are to take notice of; neither 
the greateſt nor the lcaſt are to be ſpared, when Cri- 

B minal; 
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minals; Thou ſhalt not ( as Levit. 19. 15. ) reſpe& 
the perſon of the poor, nor honour the perſon of the migh- 
ty, but inrighteouſneſs ſhalt thou judge thy neighbour. 
In Dent. 1. 17. itis, Te ſpall not reſpe& perſons in 
Judgement , but ye ſhall hear the ſmall as well as the 
great, ye ſhall not be afraid of the face of man, for the 
Fudgement is Gods : A Perlon if guilty and obnoxi- 
ous, isnot to be ſpared , becauſe he is a Relation, 
a Friend, or BenetaGor, or in an highor low con- 
dition; and if he be deſerving and well qualified, 
he is to have ſuitable encouragement, and recom- 
penſe, tho'he be a Stranger, no Friend, Kinſman, 
or Patron : 

It is the Cauſe and Merits y that they are to be 
guided by in their Sentences, Decrees, and Rewards; 
they are to deal Impartially and indifferently in all 
their Inquiries, Examination, and Counſels ; It was 
not the greatneſs and quality of the Offenders, that 
could diſhearten Phineas or Nehemias from uling 
ſharpneſs and ſeverity towards them. 

2. A ſecond Inference from this manner of ſpeak- 
108 is, 

hat Power is abuſed, when what is lawful is pro- 
hibited, or what is unwarrantable is impoſed. 

Tt is a ſaying of Tertul. that Legis injuſte honos nul- 
lus eft, No Reverence 1s payable to what is Illegal ; 
Here the higheſt Power doth interpoſe they are in- 

Jurious 
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Juriousto none, that prefer God before al : None * 
havewarrant to puniſh any thing but what is evil in 
it ſelf, or by its Circumſtances ; the Time, the Place, 
the Mcans may ſpoil an Action, otherwiſe very com- 
mendable ; and fo the beſt Matter , becauſe not 
well done, may deferve chaſtiſement, and reproof ; 
the Almſgiving , the Praying, the Faſting of the 
Phariſees are great] y cenſured by our Lord. 

However, It is bad Deeds that are to be proceed- 
ed againſt ; hethat thro' Flattery, or Covetouſneſs, 
or Revenge, hath regard only to himſelf, or to ſome 
of his Companions or Allies, without equal Juſtice 
roall, according to the Laws of God, Nature, his 
aicace and Countrey ,' that puſherh on ford- 
bly to-overthrow anothers Liberty and Property, is 
cruel, and Tyrannical; for in fo doing, he ceaſeth ro 
a&t inthe Capacity of a Publick Perſon, and takes to 
him the AﬀeCtionsincidentrto a private Man',- and 
exceeds the limits of his calling, and'is a very 
naughty man. 

3- ' Thirdly, Let us ſee what itis for Rulers tobe 
a terrour to evil. Works, that is to Evil-doers. 

It is ſo to ſtrike aw into them, that they may not 
dareto tranſgrels,by Threatnings, Pecuniary-mulds, 
Fines, Impriſonment, and other ways and methods 
of Correftion, to deter them from, - or topuniſh 
them for, the commiſſion of Evil. 

B 2 Tho 
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Tho' a Ruler cannot alcer their Diſpoſitions: , 
make them good, cure their impetuous melinations, 


yet he may obſtruct their bringing them to. light ; 


They arc io afirighted that they will not publiſh 
them ; their {awcy Impudence 1s kept in; their 
Mouths are muzled,their Tongues tyed, their Hands 
held,taat they do not break out into filthy opprobri- * 
ous language, into outrages, foul enormities, and 
villanies; they are as ſome wild Beaſts in Chains 
preſerved trom doing miſchief ; their Juſts rage and 
Boyle within , but come not abroad for fear of the 
ftroak of Juſtice. 

E ſhall, having made this way to the Words, offer 
thence this Propoliti Ition, 

That it is the Duty of all, that have Authority, to 
hinder men from, and to puniſh them for, evil do- 
ing, Or, 

Evil-doers-are to be reſtrain'd and terrified by 
Magiſtrates. 

Tho this be equally applicable to Parents, Ma- 
fters, Biſhops, Generals, and other Superiors accor- 
ding to the extent of their Authority, yetT ſhall;ſer- 
ting alide Oeconomical, Eccleſiaſtical, and Military 
Governours, principally refer it to thoſe that are:Ci- 
vil and political in opening the point before us.

ty, donative, and mere beneyolence ; its Gods part 
reſerved for his Deputy, as an evidence of SubjeCtion,,. 
2d as a(upply for his infinite Charge and Care. 

'There isreaſon then (as His Ma zeſty very lately by 
His Reverend Judges required ) that Juſtices of Peace 
ſhould ſce that He, and His Officers bave Right done 
tl as fo this matter. 

4 'F ourthly, they are to be aterrour to Intempe- 

rate-and luxurious perſons, : to: thoſe that are hugel y 
injurious to their Families, and impoveriſh them, it is 
too. common for many welKnigh to ſtarve for one 
mans ſinful exceſs ; for the irduſtrious and laborious 
ro be overcharg'd for the relief of ſome, that are idle 

and expenſiye, and thus Trade and ManufaQures are 
yotim proved. " This;

This unmanly and baſe vice of drunkenneſs makes 
men like low wet marſh ground, that is roo often over- 
flown with water, that breeds nothing but Toads, and 
fuch vermine.

TFhele are thoſe, that not only 
pur off Chriſtianity, but Humanity,and lay themſelves 
open to all immodeſty and indecencies, | 
+ Our Laws have made good-provilion againſt theſe 
exorbitances, that-they may be baniſhed : Let ſuch 
perſons as ſopand ſoak themſelves in drink ( to bor- 
row the expreſlion of a learned and devout Perſon of 
our own )to their ſhame and loſs be made to know this.

He ſhould havetalke 
them roundly,and in good earneſt; fuch-are reſolute- 
ly and peremptorily ta be told, that without a m_

The mad 
and Phrenſfiful are to be bonnd, the Lethargick ro be 
awakened , for their own and others good; he thar 
ſeems troubleſome, is moſt kind. The words of a friend 
are better then the kiſſes of an enemy. Melius eft cunt 
ſevernate diligere, quam cum lenitate decipere , as ſaith 
the Father in this Caſe, a Blow in lowe ſhould be more 
welcome then a Complement with deceit : Duritia wincen- 
da, non ſuadenda is Tertulians Rule. Greg. Naz. had 
obtained ſome Patience to be us'd towards the Apolli- 
narifte,but when he faw how il it ſucceeded; he wrote

The Kings of Old, and the Emperours ia the Chri- 
ſtian ſtate, alwayes were perſwaded, that when other 
means were not prevalent, they were Iicenc'd to have 
recourſe to the Sword : The Church , tho' after the 
trial of all other experiments,had recourle to the feeu= 
lar Arme.

Even thoſe that will not follow, and with their lips 
condemn the good, yet (ecretly admire, and abſolve 
them ; I find no fault in this man faith Pilate, when 
about to paſs Sentence. 

Whereas a finful obſcene life, makes a man a com- 
panion, andranks him with the Baſeſt ; it weakens his 
commands, he cannot well be ſevere againſt what he 
is deeply ingaged in; how can he clearly ſee to pull 
out the mote out of anothers eye, that hath a beam in 
his own?
